
LU's Unpaid Student Fees a Staggering $300,000 



"Please be advised" begins 
each of between 550 and 600 
letters recently sent to Lauren- 
tian students by George Nim- 
mock, Director of Accounting 
Services. The letters stated the 
dates for payment of fees and 
"...non payment of fees... may 
result in the student's dismis- 
sal..." 

The date for payment was 
extended from January 8th, 
1982 as stated in the calendar, 
to February 26th, 1982. After 
this date, Nimmock con- 
tinues in his letter, "1 will be 
initiating the deregistration 

process..." 

With only 2400 full-time 



undergraduates, the sudden 
dismissal of 600 would deva- 
state the University. 

When contacted, Nimmock 
freely discussed the problem 
and said, "There's no way we 
want to do this. It would be an 
administrative nightmare." 
But, Nimmock explained, the 
problem is very serious: "At 
February 11th, our Accounts 
Receivable for the current 
session stood at about 
$300,000." 

Not all of that is directly 
related to tuition, some 
$45,000 is not actually due 
until April and relates to some 
residence fees still out- 



standing. 

According to Nimmock, the 
response to the letter has been 
good, although he has only 
been able to estimate now 
much has come in. "There was 

a pretty good response," he 
remarked, saying that perhaps 
some $100,000 had come in. 
The uncertainty arises from 
the fact that the university's 
computer is down, and the 
amount that is still out- 
standing won't be known until 
the computer is operational. 

This is welcome news to 
some who are in arrears. Until 
the new A/R statement, is 
confirmed, the university will 



be unable to take action 
against the students. By the 
time this reaches print, how- 
ever, the computer should be 

operational. 

While some have paid in 

full and some have paid in part 
and made arrangements re- 
garding the rest, it is the 

students who have simply ig- 
nored Accounting that worry 
Nimmock. If they don't make 
arrangements with Accoun- 
ting, they may face the 
"deregistration process." 
The minimum action, one 

that is an accepted practice at 
other Ontario universities, is 
the sealing of an individual's 
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files in the Registrar's office. 
Access to the file and its 
information will only be al- 
lowed upon full payment (by 
certified cheque or a similarly 
guaranteed method) of out- 
standing fees. 

There is, noted Nimnrrack, 
"One other bit of action...if 
the fees aren't paid, then we 
aren't going to let those 
people register again." 

Part of the problem stems 
from students who don't apply 
for OSAP until they arrive at 
school. Others get less than 
they expected and either get 
caught up in an appeal process 

or find themselves short of 
money. Often these students 

won't or can't take the pro- 
blem to their parents. 

For those caught up in 
appeals, Nimmock env 
phasized that they should 
make some arrangement with 
Accounting. He also noted 
that there have been any 
number of theories advanced 
for the sudden increase in 
.accounts receivable. With fees 
increasing steadily, however, 
it appears the problem won't 
go away by itself. The uni- 
versity's response is the cur- 
rent crackdown. D

Report on SGA Council 
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Ontario Protest Includes Sudbury 



TORONTO -Ontario's post- 
secondary students are pre- 
paring for a week of oc- 
cupations, sit-ins and rallies 
that will culminate in a 
province-wide Day of Action 
March 11. It's all part of a 
National Week of Action 
against education cutbacks, 
March 8-12, sponsored by ther 
Canadian Federation of Stu- 
dents. 



The Week of Action wi 
involve students from all over 
Ontario, with activities in 
Toronto, Hamilton, London, 
Windsor, Kingston, Peter- 
borough, Sudbury, and 
Thunder Bay. In Toronto, it . 
will commence with students 
leafletting in the Young-Bloor 
area. A march from Ryerson 
Polytechnical Institute to 
Queen's Park will take place 
March 11 from 12 noon. 



A major focus of student 
concern this month, according 
to OFS Chairperson Barb Tay- 
lor, will be the stalemated 
negotiations between the 
federal government and the 
provinces. "The federal 
government is professing on 
one hand to develop national 
objectives, and on the other 
hand proposing to slash edu- 
cation funding," says Taylor, 
whose organization represents 

230,000 post-secondary stu- 
dents. 

"At the same time, the 
provincial government is poin- 
ting its finger at Ottawa, while 
considering dismantling the 
student aid programme, and 
refusing to release its own 
accessibility study — even 
though tuition fees are sky- 
rocketing," she says. "It's 
absolutely outrageous that Dr. 
Stephenson would take off to 



the Middle East with so many 
important decisions about the 
education crisis being made. 
Where's the accountability?" 

The Established Pro- 
grammes Funding Act (ERF), 
which governs federal- 
provincial fiscal relations, ex- 
pires on March 31 As well, 
sources have indicated that 
the Ontario government will 
be abandoning the grants-first 
provision of its student aid 
programme later this month. 
Meanwhile, a government ac- 
cessibility report, written by 
York University's Paul Anisef, 
was submitted over a month 
ago and still awaits pub- 
lication. 

Several comunity colleges, 
whose reading weeks conflict 
with the national week, will be 
holding their activities either 
the week before or the week 
after March 11.

The National Week of Prote- 
st was the main subject of 

discussion at the March 2nd 
Students' General Association 
meeting. President Bill Scott 
began the discussion by stati- 
ng what sort of events are 
planned at Laurentian Univers- 
ity during the week of action. 
A motion was moved by Bill 
Bradley and seconded by 
Mario Cortis to have a rally in 
the Great Hall with local 
politicians and other guest 
speakers attending , and also 
to stage a protest downtown in 
front of the provincial and 
federal buildings. Council vot- 
ed unanimously in favour. 

The rally will take place on 
Monday, March 8th at 10 AM 
and immediately following the 
rally at 12 noon will be the 
protest downtown. A bus will 
be at the University to bring all 
concerned and interested 
people to the protest site. Barb 
Taylor, Chairperson of the 
Ontario Federation of Studen- 
ts, will be at Laurentian 
University to take part in the 
activities slated for Monday, 

March 8th. 

Scott stated that "Lloyd 
Wagner, Director of Faculties 
at Laurentian, is willing to 
send a delegate to a protest in 
Ontario during the week of 
acion." Dave Bronicheski said 
that a protest downtown is a 
good idea because "the stude- 
nts at the protest could tell the 
citizens of Sudbury how impo- 
rtant the University is to the 
economic impact of the city 
and the serious consequences 
the underfunding of Laurenti- 
on University will have on the 

city's economy." 

Following the report on the 

vVeek of Protest was a report 

on Exams in the Gymnasium. 

■ Sandra Ramer. a member of 



the Physical Education Comm- 
ittee, attended the council 

meeting to express her feelings 

about the final exams taking 
place in Laurentian's gymnasi- 
um. Cortis asked Ramer about 
the reaction of the Physical 
Administration. Ramer replied 
by telling Cortis that "Everyo- 
ne at the sports centre is very 
upset about this issue." Ron 
Greasly stated that it is very 
likely that a new floor may 
have to be reconstructed in 
the gym after the exams. 

A motion was moved by 
Cortis and second by Mia 
Immink to propose a petition 
against having the exams in 
the Gymnasium. The council 
voted in favour of circulating 
petitions . 

Scott reviewed a few date 
changes in regards to upcomi- 
ng SGA elections. Election 
days will now be March 30th 
and 31st. Nominations will 
open March 13rd and close on 
March 17th at 5:00 pm. The 
position tor CRO wilt open 
March 3rd and close on Mart-h 
12th at 5:00pm. 

The final topic of discussion 
was "Other Business." Broni- 
cheski attacked Scott by stati- 
ing that "It was wrong for 
Scott to react in the manner he 
did by telling Henry Best, 
president of Laurentian Unive- 
rsity, he would threaten not to 
endorse the Laurentian Fund if 
the students, who still owe 
their second payment to the 
University, are deregistered." 
Scott replied by saying that 
when 600 students who still 
owe $500 are being threatened 
with deregistration, it is his 
right to react to this situation. 
Broncheski said that Scott 
should not even consider 
jeopardizing the Laurentian ■ 
Fund, to solve the problem of 
deregistration.

In this very direct -d blunt fashion^ 
the media helps dictate the course of an election. In much the same 
way Lambda can influence the SGA elections. We can do so °vertly 
or cov^tiy directly or indirectly. But at the very least. Lambda 
neceSy - unavoidably - has an influence on the election^

To the Students of Laurentian 
University: 

I would like to take this 

opportunity to clarify a few 

Incorrect facts in last week's 
editorial by Lambda's make- 
believe Editor. 

First of all, that so called 
Editor says that there is 
currently no Pub Agreement 
and that for the last six months 
there was none. That is 
incorrect. Last year's agreeme-. 
nt is still in effect until the 
University Board of Governor's 
ratify the new agreement that 1 
negotiated for. 

That previous agreement sa- 
ys that all profits over and 
above $12,000.00 would be 
shared equally by the S.C.A. 
and the University. At the 
same time, it clearly states 
"That all losses would be 
absorbed by the S.C.A." Is that 
fair Mr. Editor? 

Is that agreement in the best 
interest of the students of 
Laurentian? No!!! That is why I 
have been negotiating since 
July to change that clause. 

I secured from the University 
the foUrwing change: 

"The parties agree that all 
profits of the 'Voyageur Pub' 
over and above the first 

$15,000.00 shall be shared, 
equally between the S.C.A. 
and Laurentian University. The 
first $15,000.00 profits of the 
'Voyageur Pub' shall be the 
sole property of the S.C.A. It is 
further agreed that all losses of 
the 'Voyageur Pub' over and 
above the first $15000.00 shall 
be shared equally between the 
S.C.A. and Laurentian Univers- 
ity. The University may reque- 
st from the S.C.A. reimburse- 
ment for their portion of the 
deficit incurred. However, no 
unreasonable request will be 
made by the University in this 
regard. Such profits are to be 
paid forthwith upon the comp- 
letion of the yearly audited 
Pub financial statements. The 



financial year for the operati- 
on of the 'Voyageur Pub' shall 
correspond with the financial 
year for the University." 

In that Pub Agreement, there 

is a clause that states the 
University reserves the right to 
terminate the Pub Agreement 
and also the right to relocate 
the Voyageur Pub elsewhere 
on the University Campus. 
Well Mr. So Called Editor, I 
hpve been able to substitute 
the following clause in it's 

place: 
"The University reserves the 

right to terminate this agreem- 
ent or to require relocation of 
the Voyageur Pub elsewhere 
on the University Campus 
provided that the new faciliti- 
es will be equivalent in 
nature. Such relocation will 
not proceed until a written 
notice is submitted to the 
S.C.A. clearly describing the 
University's intent six months 
prior to any action taken. Such 
action would not be taken 
unreasonably or without prior 
consultation with the S.C.A." 
Again, the S.G.A. has cham- 
pioned students' rights for the 
benefit of all students at 
Laurentian. What has the 
Editor and his rag been able to 
do besides spread negative 
waves where ever possible?

Dear Editor: 

In reference to your editor- 
ial in the March 2,1982 edition 
of Lambda, I would like to 
clarify to you and the Laur- 
entian student body the points 
made concemins the Pub 
Agreement, 

The SGA has not lost 
limited control of the Pub 
management and the agree- 
ment has not expired. 

Since 1979 there has been 
a signed agreement between 



The clause to which Mr. 
Sertoli refers has two parts, 
one which I call the binding 
phase and one which I call the 
termination phase. The first 
deterrpines specific time per- 
iods during which the Pub 
Agreement must be honoured 
by both parties. Specific dates 
are given. The termination 
phase follows the expiration of 
the dates set in the binding 
phase and states that the 
agreement will continue un- 
less terminated by either of 
the two parties. 

When the binding phase is 
in effect, students have direct 
though limited control of the 
Pub. When it finishes, as it 
has, the students do face 
losing control of the Pub. The 
university could at any time 
simply terminate the agree- 
ment. The SCA could do 
nothing about it legally. It is 
all well and good for the 
administration to say that 
they'll leave things the way 
they are, but I still worry. The 
agreement should be signed so 
as to be back in the security of 
the (currently expired) binding 
phase of the Agreement* 

Another thing - if the old 
Agreement is enforced, over 
the time the it takes to get the 
new agreement signed, what 
happens if the Pub loses more 
money?

Direct Influence A Possibility 
But Not For This Year's Lambda

Rather than that extremely blunt approach, however there are 
other, subtler, no less effective, direct means available. We might, 
for example, ignore a candidate. The less published, the less known. 
Rumour would take the upper hand, and the candidate could be 
ruined Even worse, a candidate might be misquoted, quoted out ot 
context, have his or her words subjected to typesetting "errors" - 
misspellngs, omissions, annoying repetitions; things not even said 
may be attributed to a candidate with devastating results 

All these direct influences imply a common cause: a deliberate 
intent to guide the outcome of the election. A deliberate false 
quote, a misquote, a quote out of context, indicate an mtent to 
damage or enhance the chances of one or the other ot the 
candidates. (Enhancement of one may be had at the expense ot 
another.) This is so-called "yellow" journamism, but you may be sure 
that yellow journalism is not the arsenal ot this years Lambda. 

It should be pointed out that typesetting errors, and even 
misquotes, may be "honest" errors. In the complicated cou^e of 
producing a publication, mistakes are unavoidable. (It is, sadly, this 
fact which allows yellow journalism to keep on its merry way.) All 
too often retractions or explanations of mistakes go unheeded or 
ignored; often they are just too late to help. On this, 1 can only say 
' "You pay your money, and you take your chances." 

There is in the above direct methods of influence only one which 
I feel may be justified. That is the use of the editorial page. The 
editorial page is explicitly an opinion forum, and it is open not only 
to the editor, but to everyone who bothers to write a letter to the 
paper Those who wish to use it may. Does this mean, however, that 
one candidate can be slandered while another is praised? Of course 
not Opinion yes, but opinion based on fact, not slander or libel. As 
far as Lambda goes, however, there are other considerations, but 
let's leave these for the moment and consider the indirect methods 
that Lambda has at its disposal. 

It is a newspaper's job to report and, as stated, the ac* ot 
reporting influences what is reported. Lambda cannot ignore the 
election We report who the candidates are; what their platforms, if 
any are- what they have said. We do this, for example, at the SGA 
election's Bear Pit - candidates present themselves, make some 
sort of speech, and then field audience questions. Lambda reports 
on the session. In this way the words of the candidates are spread 
beyond those who were in the audience. This wider exposure 
influences the election. What a candidate says, -in person, with 
sincerity and conviction ringing in his or her voice, often seems 
drastically different on the harsh and unyielding field of ink and 

paper. 

As well, the reporter cannot simply provide quote after quote. He 

or she says in his/her own words what the candidate said. Consider:

From this opening, a reporter mighht well mention only what Ellis 
had to say, not what Jordan had to say. The reporter was recording 
his impression, not grasping the content of what was ".d. Another 
reporter might have begun like this: "Neither Kelly nor Elhs provided 
satisfactory responses to the question, but Jordan gave a 
comprehensive answer." This time the reporter comments directly 
on the content of the answer, but there is still a major problem. Even 
if he or she is right, a reporter walks a thin line when commentary 
slips into the story. Especially unconcious commentary. 

Another version of this problem appears when reporters not only 
report but ask questions. The choice of a question, as well as the 
phrasing of a question, can definitely influence the answers of the 
candidates. If a question is asked which shows the strength of one 
candidate and the weakness of another (which is not in itself invalid) 
but then is not followed up with a question which shows the reverse, 
the audience or the reader is left with an incomplete picture, one 
which favours one candidate over another. But the phrasing of the 
question can be even more dangerous. 

Suppose, for example, there is a candidate for student president 
who feels that cutbacks are a necessary part of an intergrated 
government policy of fiscal restraint. He or she is in serious trouble if 
asked the following question: "Since cutbacks are destroying 
post-secondary education, what do you propose to do about them?" 
The candidate is faced with an almost impossible task. He or she 
must first dispose of a widely held, deeply entrenched belief which, 
whether right or wrong, is an emotional landmine. This before the 
candidate can even begin to answer the question and make 
whatever his or her point is. 

There are, then, many ways in which Lambda, in reporting the 
election, could influence its course. The direct, even brutal, 
methods available will not, of course, be considered. With one 
exception. As I noted, it is my belief that the editorial page should 
be used to voice opinions about the candidates, should even urge 
the reader to vote for a specific candidate. I believe that to be the 
basic nature and proper use of the editorial page. In this case, 
however, there are mitigating circumstances. 

First let me point out that casual discussions with the staff have 
shown that, as a whole, the staff disagrees with me on this. 1 suspect 
it's because Lambda will have to work with whoever is elected, so 
why risk supporting one candidate and face the possibility of dealing 
with someone else. (This assumes that Lambda's backing might not 
be enough to insure victory. It is a fair assumption.) In my opinion 
this is an ethically invalid (though practical) argument. Nonetheless, 
Lambda is a democratic institution, and the wishes of the majority 

prevail. 

Accepting this doesn't bother me as it should. ITie reason 

is this: Lambda, like most of you, will have nowhere near enough 

time and nowhere near enough information to make a sound 

decision on the candidates. Your votes will be largely uninformed 

guesses, cast in a popularity contest that has little if anything to do 

with talent or capability. Lambda will orily know very little more 

about the candidates. We will hear more gossip; we will hear a little 

more politicking; we will hear more and different sources 

pontificate, but those will be either gossip or 

politic based. So, like all of you, we'll guess at election time and face 

the consequences next year. 

So much, then, for direct influence. We are left with indirect 
influence through reportage. Since we all will know too little. 
Lambda has traditionally opened its pages to the candidates by 
posing questions and printing answers. Aditionally, wc have covered 
the Bear Pit sessions and asked questions of the candidates. We will 
continue this this year. 

What about the problems as covered under indirect influences? 
Simple. We are aware of them and will work toward lessening their 
effects. We will choose our questions carefully, avoiding, where 

possible, limiting assumptions. We will do our best to report what 

was said, and to do so without interpretation. In short, 
we'll try our best. We cannot escape the problem altogether. But, 

then, should we? If Lambda is a as fair as possible, our influence on 

you should be beneficial: we will provide you with at least some 

intormation, and this should help make for a better voter choice. 

To all the candidates, then, come in and get the questions as soon 

as you can. There will be certain groundrules: (1) In order to 

minimize editorial influence (that is, to keep me from changing 

what you say) all submissions will be printed exactly as we recieve 

them — misspellings, grammar problems, dumb remarks, are your 

fault, not ours. (2) Each question will have a stated word length. 

Stick to it. If the length is 250, we will typeset 250, not one word 

more, (3) Neatness counts. If I can't read what you hand in, it goes in 

the can. 

In closing, 1 would like to point out that problems inherent in 

reportage appear in every' paper, not just in Lambda. Consider the 

boast of the New York Times: they print "All the news that's fit to 

print," Oh yeah, says I (and Oriana Fallaci and probably a zillion 

others)? So who decides what's "fit"?n
